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Key Messages on Nitrate and Bacteria for Green Lake County

DRAFT: January 2, 2019

High levels of nitrate can cause
health problems in infants,
pregnant women, and the
general public.

Well owners should test for nitrate at least once a year and before it will be used by a
pregnant woman or infant.

Nitrate can cause blue baby syndrome in infants and may cause birth defects in pregnant
women. Nitrate may also cause thyroid problems and other health problems in the
general public.

If nitrate levels are above 10 mg/L:
¢ Babies and pregnant women should immediately stop using the water for
drinking and preparing foods that use a lot of water (example: infant formula,
soup, rice).
* Everyone should avoid long-term use of the water for drinking and preparing
foods that use a lot of water (example: soup, rice).

Bacteria can cause health
problems in everyone,

Well owners should test for bacteria at least once a year and if they notice a change in
the color, taste, or smell of the water.

Bacteria in the well can cause flu-like ilinesses, leading to diarrhea, nausea, vomiting,
cramps, or fever. Young children, the elderly, and people with weakened immune
systems are more likely to be impacted than others.

If bacteria are present in the well, everyone should immediately stop using the water for
drinking and preparing foods.
